LONDON, Aug. 156—A Reuter Tele- 
gram company dispatch from St. Peters- 
burg gives an imperial ukase which has 
just been issued, and which orders the 
following: 

First—The suspension of all rights and 
privileges which subjects of hostile states 
now enjoy by virtue of past treaties. 

Second—The arrest as prisoners of war 
of all subjects of hostile states who are 
in the active military services or in the 
reserve. 

Third—The granting to the author.t es 
of the right to expel such aliens or to 
transport them to other parts of Rusaja. 

Fourth—The confiscation of vessels be- 
longing to hostile natlons which m.ght 
serve for miitary purposes. 

Fifth—The authorization to subjects of 
neutral states to continue business in 
Ruseia. 

Sixth—The observance, on the condition 
of reciprocity, of the following agree- 
ments regarding war: The naval décia- 
ration of Paris, which is dated 1856; the 
declaration of St. Petersburg, which pro- 
hibits the use of explosive bullets; the 
declarations which were signed at the 
first Hague conference concerning as- 
phyxiating gases and explosive bullets; 
the convention of Geneva, which con- 
cerns conditions for territorial warfare, 
and the treaties signed at the second 
Hague conference.

I just arrived home from a sojourn 
abroad, spent in the war torn countries 
through that tense period of prelimina- 
ries and mobilizations. I studied the sit- 
uation there at first hand, and I have re- 
turned to Chicago with a view of the 
situation that no ant!-German censorship 
would pass. My observations covered 
the centers of activity in England. 
France, Germany, Holland, and Belgium. 
I was in Parise July 16, and I sailed from 
England Aug. 5. In that time the war 
clouds gathered and the storm broke. 


Week from Sunday. 

Here and now I forecast that a week 
from Sunday will find France and Bel- 
gium conquered by Germany, England 
suing for peace, and Russia not even in 
the fight. 

A few hours at hcme and my observa- 
tions across the country from New York 
convince me that our public has not been 
allowed to learn how the war started. 
why it started, and what it is about. 

I am convinced that the plot which cost 
the life of the heir of Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria was Servian pilot; that 
the assassination was a crime committed 
by a netion. Even the bombs used were 
traced to Servian arsenals. It is easy to 
understand why Servia protested againat 
Austrian investigation. That could have 
meant only exposure to the world of the 
Servian conspiracy to destroy the Aus- 
trian royal house. 

Russia Urged Servia. 

There is no room for question that Rue- 
sia, in support of the pan-Slavic move- 
ment, urged Servia on in her attitude of 
defiance of Austria. 

Every one in Burope knew the signifi- 
cance of the situation; the interrelation 
of alliances, pacts, and intrigues.

WILSON OPPOSES LENDING

: Washington, D. C., Aug. 14—Although

Part of the German army operating in 
Belgium has been pushed forward to 
the regions northwest and south of Liege.

constantly arriving. Until yesterday the 
bombardment of the forts of Liege by 
the kaiser’s artillery had continued at in- 
tervals, but without much effect. 


Repeated Assaults Fail. 

There were repeated assaults by in- 
fantry, but the Belgians repelled them 
with machine guns trained upon the bare 
smooth slopes in the immediate vicinity 
of the forts. 

“For the moment the Germans seem 
content to invest the city and its en- 
virons, with the idea of starving the forts 
into a surrender. Meanwhile the guns 
of the fortifications, which command the

There are other banks tn New York 
which have a line on the credit reputation 
of firms in the southern continent. And 
it le not impossible for a shrewd sales- 
man, making the big trip around ths 
littoral of South America, provided he 
speaks Spanish, to learn from local dank 
ers and other authorities, all he needs to 
know about the trustworthiness of the 
people with whom he does business, If he 
is forced to depend entirely on interpre- 
ters or on the somewhat forced courtesy 
of English speaking competitors ,the 
result may not be satisfactory. 


Longer Credits Demand, 

On the whole and making aliewances 
for the great differences of opinion which 
exist among authorities on South Ameri- 
can trade, the manufacturer selling goods 
south of the equator must expect to give 
longer credits than are customary in most 
parts of the United States. Yet long 
credits are not unknown in certain sec- 
tions ef thie country. In the cotton 
states, for instance, and wherever only 
one money crop is grown, merchants are 
accustomed to carry their customers until 
the annual flood of cash comes in. Noth- 
ing #0 strenuous is demanded im Soutb 
America, 

As 2 matter of fact rates and condi- 
tions of sale vary as greatly as in the 
United States. But as a rule South 
Amertoan purchasers are given and nat- 
urally expect from three to six months’ 
credit. That does not necessarily mean 
that the manufacturer must wal that 
long for hie money. 


Drafts Often Sent Along. 

Many shipments of goods te South 
Amerioa go forward with a draft for the 
amount of the bill at ninety or one hun- 
dred and eighty days, attached te the bill 
of lading. 

These papers are sent te the local bank 
for delivery. When the consignee cally 
for his Dill of lading he also accepts the 
draft which may be immediately dis- 
counted and the proceeds remitted te the 
shipper. The accepted draft may be sold 
half a dosen times before it fe finally paid 
and may turn up in Londén or Amster- 
dam for collection. The sclesice or art 
of foreign exchange is one which needs 
to be studied by ambitious American ex- 
po tere.

„ Textiles are especially needed in Chile 
right now. Print goods have been 6b- 
tained from Germany and bleached goods 
from Dagland heretofore.

Warships Patrol Ocean. 

The sailing of the French boats was pre- 
ceded by a message from the English 
admiralty announcing that the regular 
lines of ocean travel are open and well 
patrolled by English war vessels. The 
admiralty announced also that the two 
Cunard steamships, the Mauretania and 
the Lusitania, and the Olympic of the 
White Star line, which had been requisi- 
tioned provisionally for governmental 
service, will be released. 

Sailings from England for the boats 
were immediately fixed. the Olympic sail- 
ing Aug. 19, the Mauretania Aug. 29, and 
the Lusitania on Sept. 3. 

The Celtic of the White Star line 16 
expected to arrive in New York this 
rnorning with a full passenger list. An 
lialian steamer left Genoa with 800 pas- 
sengers aboard. 

The steamship Oscar II. of the Scandi- 
navian-American line left Oopenhagen 
with 1,000 passengers on board. The New 
York, of the American line, which re- 
cently carried one of the first groups of 
refugees back to America, sailed on its 
return trip with 365 passengers.

There was no other way out. 

Let there be no mietake, either, about 
the attitude of the German people and 
the German army. The kaiser ische most 
beloved by his subjects of European 
rulers. There is no more stanch and loyal 
soldier in the world than the Germap 
soldier. 

Germany has been prepared for this 
war for more than forty years. Germany 
has an army that stands beyond compari- 
son with any other force in Europe. It 
has loyalty, ammunition, guns and brains. 

Inside of a week the Germans will 
march through Belgium and France as a 
giant would stride through a kindergar- 
ten. Germany has nothing to fear from 
England. 

England can ald the continental allies 
only by sending its territoriale into 
France and Belgium, The English army 
is not the equal of the army of the United 
States, and we have a poor army. The 
territoriale constitute no army at all. 
They are far inferior to the American 
militia. Chicago's First regiment, I. N. 
G., is much better than the best of the 
territorials. 


Saw All Soldiers. 

I saw the soldiers of the fighting 
powers; I talked with them and with their 
officers: I watched them as they Crilled, 
on duty, and at ease, strolling the streets. 
I know that Germany has nothing to fear 
on the land. 

It is true that England has a big navy 
but nobody knows what it can do. It 
never has been in an engagement. 

Besides, Germany does not have to fight 
England on the sea. 

France is a corrupt and immorai nation.

A few years more, and France would have 


extinguished itself. Belgium is not much | 


better. But Germany is in the full bloom 
of health and power. 


Little Delay at Frontier. 

Germany may have, and is having, & 

little trouble on the frontier, but ite army 
is on the way. 

On to Paris! “ isthe battle cry. They 
went to Paris before, and they can go 
there now. | 

And as for Russia, it is hardly worthy 
of consideration in the war game. Rus- 
sia is a disloyal, disorganized nation. Its 
armament is nothing. 


War Aid to England. 


The situation in England is somewhat 
like that in Russia. The war was a ten 
strike’ for the British government as a 
temporary solutions: “at least, of the Irish 
trouble. 

The people of London do not want war. 
I was in Trafalgar square the night of 
Sunday, Aug. 2, when 50 000 people gath- 
ered there under banners bearing the 
Jegend “‘ Thou Shalt Not Kill.“ 

It is not a war of the people. The poor 
are starving in the streets of London 
now. Every workingman is against the 
war. 

When Germany has whipped and sub- 
dued France and Belgium England wil 
ask for peace. England does not wan 
any of Germany's game. 


Censorship a Surprise. 

The working of the censorship is aston- 
ishingly successful. I got my first story 
from London through an bour and a quar- 
ter before the censor took charge in the 
cable office. The next story that I filed, 
setting forth the plain. simple facteas I 
saw them right in the streets of London, 
was torn up and tossed into the waste 
paper basket without comment by the 
censor. No correspondent in London tas 
allowed to send the truth. 

In London\the papers are filled with 
tales of German defeat, never a word of 
German victory. Yet we know there 
have been German victories. 

If one belleved the London papers he 
woulé be convinced that the German 
army had been annihilated: They dare 
not print anything else—and it is a crime 
against common sense. There will be an 
awful awakening one of these days.

Following this rumors gained some 
credence that the report of the sale to the 
Turkish government was a biind to draw 
off the Anglo-French fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean, which had been pressing the 
kaiser’s battleships hard. 


Purchase Not Confirmed, 

There at least has been as yet no of- 
cial confirmation of the actual purchase, 

It is reported that the two cruisers were 
met by a Turkish vessel outalde and es- 
corted into the Dardanelies.

Whether it win or lose it 
will never put itself back again. 

All Europe is afield for war, so there is nothing 
else. The good harvests stand neglected, the fac-

Whichever betide—defeat or deadlock—the cap- 
italist military civilization 4isiecates itself and 
ends. The war may burn itself out more quickly 
than those who regard its immensity think, but 
the war itself is the mere smash of the thing.

Trying to map and measure that dislocation 10 
rather like one’s first effort to think in suns’ dis- 
tances. It is to transfer one’s mind to a new and 
overwhelming scale. 

Never did time carry so swift a burden of change 
as this time. It is manifest that in a year or 80 
the world of men is going to alter more than it 
has altered in the last century and a half-—more 
indeed than it ever altered before in these last 
centuries since history began.

Think of the mere geographical dislocation. 
There is scarcely a country in Burope that will 


of which the civilian 16 blissfully ignorant but of 
critical importance, as good soldiers know—Russia 
had neglected such strategi:: necessities as railroads. 
Germany has seventeen lines on which she ean run 
500 military trains a day to the Russian border 
alors, Her ally, Austria, has eight. Russia has 
but four, and her roads are bad, her distances very 
long. 

That this condition seriously discounted the value 
of Russia as a military ally of France against the 
magnificent readiness and efficiency of Germany has 
been urged upon the Russian government with in- 
creasing insistence, This has gone on up to the 
last, if ws may judge by the Journal des Scienacs 
Militaires, which is quoted by our own Army and 
Navy Journal as follows: 

At the present hour other conferences (pourpar- 
lers) have been entered upon. We wish that Russia 
should diminish the delays of her mobilization and 
concentration. In the course of discussions between 
the general staffs of France and Russia we have 
pointed out to our allies various methods to employ 
to effect this end, such as the creation of strategical 
railway lines on their western Frontier, the purchase 
of rolling stock—locomotives and cars—-the repair of 
roads, the construction of telegraph lines, etc. We 
will profit by the fact that a new loan has been ne- 
gotiated with Russia. This loan, which is destined 
for the railways, is a very important financial] trans- 
action. By its terms we advance to Russia the sum 
of 500,000,000 francs a year for five years, and at 
the sam» time are authorized to demand that a part 
of this money shall be utilized to augment the mili- 


operations now on foot in Burope.” 

Since the Japanese war the Russian army is un- 
derstood to have been undergoing reorganization, 
ani while its extent and value is still to be learmed, 
it is evident that sufficient progress was being made 


not emerge from this struggie with entirely 
fresh frontiera, Sovereign powers will vanish 
from the map; new sovereign powers will come. 

In the disorders that are upon us and of 
which this war itself is the mere preliminary 
phase in uniform, inevitably there must be «a 
social reconstruction. Who can doubt it? Who 
can doubt the breakup of confidence and usage 
that has begun? 

Piainly you can see famine coming in France, 
in Germany, in Russia. Does any one suppose 
that those sham efficient Germans have fully 
worked out the care and feeding of madly dis- 
tended hosts they have hurled at France? Does 
any one dream they have reckoned for a check? 
Does any one imagine their sanitary arrange- 
ments are perfect? There will be pestilence. 

And can any one believe that, whatever feats 
of financial fiction we contrive, their financial 
crash can be staved off, and that the bankers of 
Hamburg and Frankfort are likely to be shovel- 
ing gold next January in a still methodical 
world?

WATER SUPPLY ADVICE. | 
Na pamphlet on the water supplies of 
country houses, Gerhard states the 

following opinions: 
“The forked stick method of locat- 
ing an underground stream of water is 
without value. In the frst place, in most 
sections of the country bodies of under- 
ground water are very easily found, and 
a well driven at any point will strike 
water. Underground water is not in weil 
defined streams. It exists in great beds 
of water soaked soil, so large that a well 
cannot readily miss them. When a water 
finder has any superior success, it is be- 
cause he knows more than the average 
man about the arrangement of the soil 
strata of a neighborhood. 


>: 

“ Spring water should never be used for 
a house supply until it has been fully in- 
vestigated. There should be several 
analyses to be certain that itis pure. At 
the time of installation of waterworks 
there must be an inquiry as to the soil 
strata from which the water is coming 
and the point at which the water enters 
this strata. 

“The spring must be protected from 
seepage in its vicinity, and, what ls quite 
important, the land located where the 
apring water seeps into the soll must be 
protected from pollution, All in all, it 
is safest to avoid spring water. 

„ Well waters with a sweet taste, or 
with much sparkle, or with any odor, are 
to be avoided. 

„For daily use a water with but a small 
quantity of mineral matter is best.

„The waters in the order of their desir- 
ability rank as follows: 
“1 Deep springs or surface springs lo- 
cated at points distant from settlements. 

“2 Water from very deeply driven 
or Grilled wells, especially artesian water.

DRY FURNACE HEAT. 

L. R. S. writes: As itis now the sea- 
gon of the year when furnaces must be 
overhauled and repaired, I think your 
many readers would be interested to know 
if there is some perfected arrangement 
by which the humildity of the air could 
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be increased in furnace heated houses. 


My own family suffered terribly last win- 
ter, the dry air causing winter itch to such 
a degree that we were really miserabie. 
I have water pans on both sides of my 
furnace, and, although they are kept con- 
stantly filled with water, they do not 
serve the purpose for which they are n- 
tended.” 
REPLY. 

Your furnace men may be able to dull a 
large water pan in the bot air chamber in the 
upper part of your furnace. If so, have it 
piped so that it can be filled with water easily. 

As somewhere near ten gallons of water « 
day will be required, the pan will not be kept 
filled unless filling be made easy.

discussion took place on the capii-

Emperor William's revival of the Iron 
Cross for the reward of bravery during 
the present war has served to bring home 
to his people the fact that this at: uggie, 
like those of 1870 and of 1815, is one for 
the existence of Germany. : 

There is nothing that appeals more pow- 
erfully to Teuton patriotism than this 
plain simple cross, fashioned, not of any 
precious metal or jeweled enamel, but of 
unadorned, ordinary iron. 

The order of the Iron Cross was first 
called into existence by Frederick Wil- 
liam III., of Prussia, on March 10, 1818, 
the birthday of his deeply lamented con- 


T the last meeting held by the 
Academy of Medicine in Paris on 


sort. Queen Louise, to this day the na- 


tional heroine of Prussia. 

At the time all Germany was in the 
grip of the foreign invader, smarting un- 
der his humiliating oppression and finan- 
cially exhausted to the last gasp by his 
exactions. 

There was no money in the land. In- 
deed, there was little of value that had 
not been carried off or destroyed by the 
arms of Napoleon. 

So general was the poverty that, when 
King Frederick William lesued his his- 
toric summons to bis people to rise against 
foreign thralidom in à great struggle for 
Mberation and appealed to all those who 
could not bear arms to contribute what 
they could towards the sinews of war, 


many hundreds of thousands of men and 


women dispatched their golden wedding 
rings to the treasury, declaring they were 
the only things of int:insic value which 
they had left and that from henceforth 
until better days they would content 
themselves with wedding rings made of 
fron. 
— a 

It was that which gave Frederick wn. 
liam III. the idea of using iron, since there 
was no gold left for ornament, for the in- 
signia of the order of knighthood by whic» 
he proposed to reward heroism in the 
then impending Befreiungskrieg [war of 
liberation] and to incite his troops te 
deeds of daring. 

From the time of the battle of Water- 
loo in 1815, until 1870, when Napoleon 
III. invaded Germany, no iron cross was 
bestowed, and it was not included among 
the distinctions accorded in the cam- 
paigna of 1849, 1804 and 1866. 

As mentioned above, it was revived by 
old Emperor William in 1870, and no 
crosses thereof have been conferred eince 
then. Now it has been once more revived, 
and by the present kaiser, 


Although classed as a Prussian decora- 
tion, the decree originating the Iron 
Cross expressly stipulated that it was 
created to reward not merely Prussians 
but Germans of every other independ- 
ent state who distinguished themselves 
in the struggle for liberation of Germany 
from the French, and the same practice 
was followed in 1870. 

A feature of the Iron Cross, both in its 
inception a hundred years ago and in its 
revival in 1870, was its democ.acy. It 
was the first military order to be awarded 
irrespective of the rank of the individual 
upon whom it was conferred; and, where- 
as ordinary privates of peasant birth on 
many occasions : eceived the first class of 
the order, there were great nobles, gen- 
erals commanding brigades and divisions, 
and even German sovereigns, who were 
proud to receive the second ‘class. 

This was due to the fact that the first 
clase was only granted as a promotion 
from the second class, and that no one 
could obtain the first without having pre- 
viously won the second class, advance- 
ment in the order being granted solely for 
an additional act of heroism, 

_— 

As an additional incentive, the original 
constitution of the order ordains that in 
every regimental! chapel or church in Ger- 


many and in every parish church of Prus- 


sia two large memorial tablets should be 
placed, the one inecribed with the names 
of all those belonging to the regiment or 
parish who had fallen on the fleld of bat- 
tle, but who would have received the 
iron cross had they survived, and on the 
other tablet the names of those of the regi- 
ment or parish who had Lived to receive 
the iron cross. 

* ' — ‘ 

In addition to the first and second 
classes there have been a small number 
of so-called grand q oases, the Insignia 
of which, twice the size of the ordinary 
cross, have been worn at the throat, sus- 
pended by a black and white ribbon, In- 
stead of on the breast. 

This grand cross was only granted to 
generals in command of armies who had 
won brilliant victories in the face of over- 
whelming odds. 

Pe haps it would be more correct to 
state a succession of victories of this 
nature was requisite for the grand cross. 

Field Marshal von Moltke only received 
the grand croas after the capitulation of 
Paris. Prince Frederick Charles, father 
of the Duchess of Connaught, to whom 
Mets capitulated, Emperor Frederick 
and Field Marshal von Manteuffel aleo 
received the grand cross, 

Today, the King of Wurtemberg, the 
Grand Duke of Oldenburg and the Duke 
of Saxe-Meiningen are the only three 
occupants of German thrones left who 
wear the iron crose of the war of 1870, 
not the grand cross, nor yet the first 
class, but the second class, which they 
won as young subaiterna of cavalry. 

_ 
In all the history of the order there has 
only been one star thereof awarded, name- 
ly, to old Marshal Vorwarta, otherwise 
the first Prince von Blucher. 

The prince had won in succession the 
second and the fret class and finally the 
grand croge of the order in the campaigns 
that were brought to @ conclusion by Na- 
poleon’e exile to Biba. 

After the battle of Waterloo in the fol- 
at loss what to bestow upon the most 
successful German commander in the 
Homeric struggie against the great 
French empé:or, caused an fron cross 
to be affixed to a golden star, which he 
bestowed upon Blucher. 

It was unique of its kind, and on his 
death the ruler of Prussia exacted ita re- 
turn by the heira. It now figures as one 
of the most interesting of the many his- 
tor io relics and treasures of the museum 
ef the house of Hohenzoliern in Berlin,

These 
were undeniably the most luxurious of all 
his writings. Ancient Greece was to him a 
fatherland, and he found in the purity of 
its thought the beauty that compensated 
him for all contemporary ugliness. Al- 
though Michael Angelo was his chief hero 
and Walt Whitman the most prized of his 
contemporaries, it was not to either of 
these liberators from tradition that he 
turned for his ultimate delight, but the 
early Greeks, to whom fell the exhil- 
arating task of making Grst discoveries 
in the world of thought, and of shaping 
the formulas which it is now our diver- 
sion to vary or to criticise. 

Mr. Brooks says that Symondt nature 
* was almost infinitely resonant, thrilled 
©, ll the cross-vibrations of a complex 
age. He was neurotic, dissatisfied, fret- 
fully active, the theater of a lifelong and 
frantic battle between ambition and dis- 
ease. With time and death at his heels 
he poured out book after book in the fear- 
ful hope of depositing some record of his 
having lived.

This ‘s true, yet the words selected con- 
vey an unhappy idea, and Symonds was 
so vividly aware of beauty, so eager to 
lose no demonstration of it, so warm in 
hi. admiration of beauty lovers, both H- 
ing and dead, that one would fain have 
h.8 oiographer select words less opprobri- 
ous. Mr. Brooks conveys more fitly the 
quality of this poet's sou! when he says: 
* Shatching life himself, he snatched al- 
ways at history; and the world became 
the mirror of his own soul, like him, trou- 
Died, iridiscent, racing against inscruta- 
ble, overwhelming forces, dominated by 
a few calm and majestic intellecte— 
Goethe, Marcus Aurelius, Plato Only 
men who feel as Symonds felt the inter- 
minable flux of things, who see the sky 
with its freight of worlds wheeling in- 
exorabiy on, can so adore the few fixed 
Stars of the human firmament.” 

He seems very brave, however vibratory 
ard sensitive he may have been, and he 
did not really complain even when he 
became convinced that he wae not an en- 
during part of the literary fabric of his 
time. His opalescent art scrves ite pur- 
pose better than more scrupulous scholar- 
ship, because it holds within it the shim- 
mering beauty and wistfu'ness which the 
young and the poetic and the religious- 
minded love, and which alone can inspire 
them. Mr. Brooks has been desirous of 
writing fairly and wisely, but was it need- 
ed that he should so often use the note of 
apology? Symonds’ ardor has more value 
than the metriculous accuracy of lesser 
men. | 

But the very fact that one wishes to 
discuss a hundred different points with 
Mr. Brooks only ehows how pregnant is 
hie book. It ts, indeed, one which admir- 
ere of Symonds cannot afford to disre- 
gard.

Today the committee reported. indors- 
ing the Bible conference and requesting 
the directors of the Bible conference to 
refuse to give futher use of the audi- 
torium to the Russellites. The report 
of the committee was unanimously 
adopted. 

Following the report two of the di- 
rectors of the Mountain Lake Park asso- 
ciation complained of the action of the 
ministers because Russell had offered 
$1,000 for the use of the auditorium. 

The audience this evening applauded 
vigorously the statements of Dr. Bieder- 
wolf when he denounced the two directors 
for their willingness to sell out their con- 
victions for money. 

It is believed that the majority of the 
directors will accede to the request of 
the ministers and exclude the teachings 
of Russellism from the grounds. If 
this is done, Dr. D.ckey p:omised that he 
would hold a Bible conference here next 
year. The discussion has resulted in a 
regular crusade against Russellism, 
pamphlets and books against Russellism 
being widely circulated.

Appeal Brings Cash. 


Responses to an appeal for funds sent 
out by the directors of the Camp Good 
Will association in a circular letter ten 
Gays ago are turning money into the 
treasury of the fresh air camp, according 
to reports from the treasurer and the 
president. 

The camp officials feared for a time that 
the camp would be compelled to close on 
Aug. 10, a week before the time original- 
ly set, on account of lack of funds to meet 
expenses. Within a few days after the 
letters were mailed replies began coming 
in to the treasurer, president, and other 
officials, bearing $10 and §20 checks and 
some larger amounts. 

St. Mary's Catholic church of Evanston 
last Tuesday contributed $100, the 
church’s annual donation. Three hundred 
dollars was received yesterday in $5 and 
$10 checks. The treasurer's secretary 
yesterday morning received $288 through 
the mail, and the president of the asso- 
ciation, William S. Powers, announced 
that he had received about $60. 

Mr. Powers declared that the camp 
which closes Aug. 26, will accommodate 
between 150 and 175 persons a week from 
now until the closing time. 

It costs just about $3.60 a person for 
a week's stay at the camp,“ Mr. Powers 
said, “and on account of some of the 
churches being slow in fulfilling their 
pledges it was feared that we would have 
to close early. We are much gratified at 
the results achieved.”

thread tonight. In three straight sets 
today Anthony F. Wilding and Norman 
E Brookes of Australasia defeated the 
American champions, McLoughlin and 
Bundy, 6—3, 8—6, 9—7. 

But it was not Bundy who lost what 
may prove the decisive match. Little 
Tom came through in fine style and up- 
held his reputation as the grandest up- 
hill player this country has ever seen 
It was McLoughlin who played poorly at 
the critical periods, and it was his errors 
and wildness that lost for the American 
team 

Brockes was the bright star of the 
match, but close to him when steadiness 
counted was the much criticised Tom 
Bundy, and, although defeated, every 
one in the east is taking his hat off to the 
Los Angeles player tonight. 

Play of Visitors Puzzling. 
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As far as the American conception of 
team work is concerned, there wasn't any 
on the Australian side. And yet, on the 
contrary, the methods of Brookes and 
Wilding may revolutionize the doubles 
game. Their team work consisted of 
each man playing his side of the court 
and letting the other man play his. There 
were no concentrated :ushes into the net, 
no working up and down in parallel lines. 
There seemed to be no visible method or 
scheme of attack. The spectacular Amer- 
can style was utterly lacking in their 
play.

On board the steamship Ancon, officers 
and men were busy setting everything 
shipshape for its start early in the morn- 
ing on the firat voyage of a big ocean go- 
ing steamship through the canal. The 
Ancon, 10,000 tons register, owned by the 
United States war department and leased 
to the Panama railrotd for the New York 
to Colon trade, has not discharged its 
cargo, as it is planned to have it 
the journey fully loaded. | 

On its trip down from New York it 
ceived a new coat of paint, and with the 
finishing touches given tonight will look 
as though fresh from the builders’ yard. 

The first thing in the morning signal 
flags will be strung from foretruck to 
keelson, and the flags of all nations 
hoisted to mark the internationa aspect 
of the occasion. 


Will Be Gay with Bunting. 

Inside and out the ship will be gay with 
bunting. ven the deck hands will be 
rigged out in spotless new white uni- 
forms. Orders have been issued for the 
Ancon to leave its dock at Chrystobal 
promptly at 7 o’clock in order that it 
may arrive at the Gatun locks about & 
John 
Constantine, canal pllot, who will have 
charge during its passage tomorrow. He 
hopes to get it through to the Pacific 
within eleven hours, although twelve 
hours is the time set for the average 
trip. 
Entering the Gatun locks at 9, the eleven 
hour run would bring the Ancon to the 
end of the deepwater channel in the Pa- 
cific at 6 in the evening.

While the question of the date of open- 
ing the local federal reserve bank has not 
ecrasioned much immediate interest in 
Chicago, New York bankers are under- 


to the capital stock and through deposit 
of the necessary federal bank reserve 


fund. 

The banks are influenced because of 
their present position with relation to Eu- 
rope and the demand upon them for about 
$130,000,000 gold in order to meet obliga- 
tons abroad. 

The law requires that subscriptions to 
the capital stock of each federal reserve 
bank shall be paid in gold or gold certifi- 
cates. 

Provisions of Payment. 

The total capital and surplus of the 
banks in the New York district is, round- 
ly, $344,800,000. While the banks must 
subscribe for 6 per cent of this sum, it ie 
intended that only one-half shall be paid 
in. One-sixth of the total subscription 
is payable on call of the federal reserve 
board, another one-sixth In three months, 
and the third sixth in six months. 

The immediate payment would call for 
$2,447,000. At the end of three months 
their payments wil have been $6,895,000 

and at the end of six months $10,343,000. 
The initial payment of the banks of New 
York City alone will be $2,485,000 and at 
the end of six months $6,855,000.

The initial payment by all the national banks 
in the twelve federal reserve districts will call 
for $19,445,218 gold or gold certificates, and 
at the end of six months the total payments 
will be $58,685,000. 

The opening of federal reserve banks for 
business rests entirely with the secretary of 
the treasury and not with the federal reserve 
board. While the secretary is by virtue of 
his office chairman of the federal] reserve board, 
it ie in his capacity as secretary of the treas- 
ury and not a member of the board that he 
will determine when the reserve funds are to 
be paid in and the reserve banks can perform 
no banking function without the reserve re- 
quirements being met, although their subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock may be paid in 
earlier. 


See No Need for Hurry. 


If the banks of the country can convince 
the secretary of the treasury that it would 
not be advisable to ask them to shift their re- 
serves in the present situation they cannot be 
called on to do so by the federal reserve board 

Under the provisions of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land act the banks have been supplied with 
more than all the currency they need, and ap- 
parently the only occasion for rushing the 
organization of the federal reserve banks is 
to provide for an assessment to pay the sal- 
aries and expenses of the federal reserve 
board. There might be found sofme way to 
make this assessment without disturbing the 
banking situation of the country which ought 


to be a little more important at this time 


than prov salaries, 


Management of Reserve Banks. 


New York bankers, after considering the 
organization of their local federal reserve 
bank, have reached the conclusion that they 
will elect a president or general manager ip- 
stead of trying to consolidate the office of 
federal reserve agent with that of manager 
of the bank. They also are of the opinion that 
the principal officer of the institution should 
not be a director. 

The conclusions finally reached by the New 
York boerd of directors is identical with the 
views and intentions of the directors of the 
Chicago Federal Reserve bank. It is 
here to elect an executive officer [hie title 


jocal directory. 

The offices of federal reserve agent and 
that of general maneger or president of the 
bank will be entirely distinct. The former 
Will de local official representative of the fed- 
eral reserve board at Washington, having es- 
pecially to do with the deposit of securities for 
federal reserve notes and caring for certain 
reserves. The president of the bank will be 
the executive head in charge of all the banking 
operatians of the institution. 


Bosworth for Reserve Agent. 


Bo far as can be learned C. H. Boeworth, 
president of the Peoples Trust and Savings 
bank, is the only person being seriously con- 
sidered for federal reserve agent at Chicago. 

The appointment is to be made by the fed- 
eral reserve board at Washington, and in- 
formation from that body yesterday was that 
a selection had not yet been agreed upon.

Can. Pacific Stock, $75,000,000. 


The Canadian Pacific railway will agk stock - 
nolders for permission to authorize $75,000,000 
additional capital stock at the annual meet- 
ing, to be held at Montreal on Oct. 7.

J. T. W—Chicago apartment house 
loans up to 80 per cent of valuation are 
a sound investment. However, 
it is well for the buyer of such bonds to 
look at the property himself and see if 
its location and character is such as to 
promise continued desirability from a 
tenant’s standpoint. The bonds are usual- 
ly due serially. If the apartments are 
all rented at approximately the price esti- 
mated there is revenue enough to meet 
all payments and leave a good margin.
